In the Foartk congressional dis- 
trict, the Socialists do not yet con- 
eede the defeat of Wiafleld It Gay? 
lord, who apparently lost out by 
only 817 rotes. A firm of attorneys 
has been retained and notice for a 
recount served on the county. Be- 
side the lawyer costs It will cost us 
$2 a precinct— -there are over 50 
precincts In the district — and hard 
ap as we are. the feeling Is strong 
that Qaylord got the most votes 
and that they should figure In the 
count 

A recount has been petitioned for 
also in the case of our comrade, 
Martin Plehn. who Is shown de- 
feated by but 71 votes on the police 
returns. There was a good deal of 
splitting of tickets by the voters, 
aided by the use of the paper ballot 
Instead of the voting machines, and 
It la known that many split ballots 
were counted that were Illegally 
made out. The feeling Is strong that 
Plehn will be found the winner. We 
also had narrow misses in several 
legislative districts and here, too, 
recounts, will be secured. 

Berger ran ahead of the Socialist 
ticket In his district, as he usually 
does, bat we were powerless before 
the deal with the Catholic church 
already narrated.

The state vote fell off heavily, and 
Milwaukee did its share. Many 
German cltlsens with their minds 
centered on the war took no Interest 
to the election. But while we lost 
some votes through this, the other 
parties lost even more. Analysis 
of the returns snows that our party 
cast Its usual per centage of the 
total vote. Galas that we hoped for 
from the unemployed were not forth- 
coming as it appears that the work- 
ingman In many Instances loses his 
spirit in adversity and- in that 
cowardly frame of mind can be 
played upon by the O. O. P. as the 
dispenser or wlthbolder of ''pros- 
perity." Moreover, we were fear- 
fully cramped for finances, and had 
to put up a weak campaign. 

The wave of reaction that elected 
a corporation -railroader governor 
aad appears to nave defeated Gover- 
nor McOovern for the United States 
seaate. played hob with the people 
on the constitutional amendments 
and while the home rale amendment 
aad the initiative and referendum 
and recall passed In Milwaukee, they 
are all understood to have been 
slaughtered in the state. Speaking 
of McOovern, he was half-heartedly 
supported by the corporation Re- 
oubllcan faction, but also badly cut 
by the LaFollett cites, due to the 
read between McOovern aad La 
Pollette. 

The loss of district attorney aad 
sheriff to the "nonpartisans" has left 
deep gloom la their camp. These 
are virtually the two worth while 
county offices for them and they feel 
the defeat worse as the days go on.

Late returns from over the na- 
tion show that the Socialist Party 
of America has again gained ground,

To the splendid victory in New York 
which puts Meyer London in congress, 
the comrades of Oklahoma add the in- 
spiration of their notable victory. One 
state senator and five representatives 
in the state legislature of Oklahoma 
puts that state in the class with Wis- 
consin and lifts op the banners of vic- 
tory in the great Southwest. 

The returns so f&v give the Socialist 



Party 30 representatives in the various 
state legislatures of the nation besides 
the one representative in congress. 

This is a gain of nine representatives 
and one congressman over two years 
ago. At that time the party had 21 
state representatives and no congress- 
man. 

A gain of fifty per cent is certainly 
substantial and gratifying. 

And that is not all. The contest has 
been so sharp and the results so close 
that recounts are being made in several 
districts and it is not at all impossible 
that final results will show still further 
gains. But whether they do or not the r 
fact that our forces fought so close to 
the line of victory in several districts 
that a recount is required to make cer- 
tain of the results means even greater 
gains next time.

For example in Wisconsin, Winfield

Villa A SeeJellrt! 

<L Can you glv* me any lnfor- 
autJon about Villa and his doings 
in th* Mexican revolution from the 
■octaltst*' »tandpointt Is there any 
class ooneclousnes*, or any oon- 
sdouanesa, in hla undertakings, or 
Is ha merely an Illiterate bandit, as 
the capitalistic writer* say? 

A. (By flaftcrros de Lara) I say 
that Villa Is not a socialist beceus* 
he haa not had th* necessary 
year* of scientific training which 
make* a socialist, and neither ha* 
he lived In Industrial surrounding* 
which would force him to be suoh. 
Villa is aa agrariaa revoluttontat 
He possesses the class consciousness 
of the serf or peon against the feu- 
dal lord, aad his aim 1* to break 
down the feudal system, like all the 
peons that are fighting, and to estab- 
lish In its place the amall owner- 
ship of the land. Why should we 
care if he Is an Illiterate bandit, so 
long as he is fighting the battle of 
the masses of Mexican peons? 

If you will read my book. "The 
Mexican People: Their, Struggle For 
Existence," I am sure that you will 
see the Mexican problem clearly. 
You will leara to disregard the ac- 
tivities of the Mexican politician Car- 
ransa, even to a certain extent Villa 
himself, and will be able to under- 
stand what the laboring classes of 
peons have gained by their own 
efforts. 

Work In a JfaniclpaWy 

Q. What Is the scope of a muni- 
cipality in Pennsylvania In adopting 
an eight hour day for municipal 
work, at a stated amount ah hour? 
Also, how far may It go In the 
matter of doing Its own work? 

A. (By J. J. Klntner, Lock Haven, 
Penn.) There rfre three classee of 
municipal corporations in Pennsyl- 
vania, cities, boroughs and first 
clasa township. A* Charlerot, from 
which the Inquiry comes, is a bor- 
ough, I shall give the Information 
with that In view. 

Th* Act of 1197 provides that all 
municipalities must observe the 
eight hour day, but aa it does not 
fix the rate of payment, the council 
haa the authority to determine the 
rate per day or hour tor all employ- 
es, aa well as the employes of con- 
tractors working tor the borough, 
Suoh rates, however, must be writ- 
ten In the contract, otherwise it 
cannot be enforced. 

Cities of the first and second claas 
need let only certain work to con 
tractors, while boroughs may eon 
tract for all if 'they wish, so long 
aa no member of the council Is 
financially interested. 

The law Is not very definite on 
this subject, but I have always 
held that where It gives the council 
authority to do particular things, tor 
Instance, to grade and pave street*, 
supply water aad electricity, there 
I* an Implied authority to do the 
work, unless there Is a law to the 
contrary. As there le none In Penn- 
sylvania as far as boroughs are con 
cerned. T always advise boroughs 
that they may do their own work 
A few years ago I , advised a bor- 
ough to build Its own reservoir, 
costing $11,000 which It did, and that 
without a contract.

there. 

Professleaal Jsrymea, 

"The bailiff usually friendly to 
the capitalist's interMt goes out to 
the corridor end two or three pro- 
fespional Jurymen are always con- 
veniently near, theee are grabbed 
pulled Into the court room and put 
Into the jury box. And you have 
the eame fight over again as you 
had in the first instance. If the 
bailiff roes out upon the street the 
possibilities are that he will get the 
same clans of jurors, because, they 
always hang around looking for just 
such sn opening. 

"Your thorough buslneM man 
who Is such a great friend of law 
and order and good government, 
will kick like a bay steer if the 
bailiff asks him to serve. He is not 
willing to perform his part of the 
duties of cltisenship, snd I might 
say in passing he Is unwilling to 
eerve and perform his part of clt- 
isenship in times of peace and 
neither In times of war. he Is too 
busy making money, but he Is 
perfectly willing that the bailiff 
should pick up someone In the 
street In his place and this the 
bailiff does. He usually gets aa

■lip* of papers upon which appear 
the namea of people who have no 
Idea of the claa* struggle or the tac- 
tics of the corporation, or who ara In 
the pay of said corporation. 

"The result is that the average 
lawyer who is fighting for the work- 
ing class stacks up either one of 
two kinds of Juries,— -a Jury com- 
posed of the paid emissary of the 
opposition, or. a Jury entirely Ignor- 
ant of the claM strife, of the perjury 
perpeetrsted. Intimidation and gen- 
eral all around devilish and anar- 
chistic conduct puprsued by the defen 
daats. 

Abolish the Systeau

"Bxhaustlve and resourceful ef- 
forts to attract candidates for en- 
listment" Is the official description 
of these devices. For the last fiscal 
year the War Department was quite 
successful, having increased the 
number of enlistments aad at the 
same time reduced the per capita 
cost of recruits. 

In spite of these Inducements, tt 
appears that only 24 per cent of 
those who applied for enlistment 
were accepted, while IS per cent of 
the accepted applicants were later 
rejected at the depots. These figures 
mean that thousands of men-over 
40.000, to be exact— tried to get Into 
the Army and were turned down. 
The causes of rejection are not given, 
but beyond question the main rea- 
son was failure to come up to the 
physical requirements set for the V. 
8. soldier. As a commentary on the 
kind of human beings produced In 
this prosperous country under 
flourishing industrial conditions, 
these figures require no enlargement, 
the Government la to Increase 



Its army. It may be necesMry to 
follow the example of England, 
where the factory system aad mod- 
ern "civilised" living conditions have 
forced the authorities to lower the 
standard year after year. 

Regimental recruiting Is reported 
to have been a failure. In other 
words the glamor of militarism vsn- 
lahed when regiments, quartered In 
a district, went out In canvaMing 
parties and tried to secure enlist- 
ments from the neighborhood.

tkat It has come to be a quiet gen- 
eral Impression. The fact that a 
vary prominent catholic has only 
tacantly engaged la debate against 
socialism In one of our leading mag- 
aslnea, and the further fact that at 
many times and In many places the 
catholic forcea enter the lists in 
public discussion and political cam- 
paigns agalnat socialism, leads very 
naturally to the conclusion that the 
church Is agalnat socialism. And to 
that extent It Is. 

However, the question as to whe- 
ther the church has officially con- 
demned socialism Is another matter. , 
We hold that It haa not. And our ! 
authorltlea are as follows:— > 
la the first place, such study of ; 
the official pronouncements of the 
Catholic Church as we have been > 
able to make does hot disclose any 
official condemnation of socialism. It ; 
1s quite true that Individual catho- . 
lies, prteete, and bishops have been 
loud and peralatent It their de- 
nunciation of socialism. It la quite 
true that In many placea and on 
many occasions, the machinery of ' 
the Catholic Church, tta pre»s. liter- 
ature dad affiliated organisations . 
are put Into service agalaat social- 
ism aad the Sociallet Party. It Is 
aot at all unlikely that the far-see- 
ing among the capttaliat fnrca* of 
the world, hope to enlist the whale ' 
catholic church In the fight for 
capltallam and that they ar*> rely- 
ing upon the Catholic Church aa 
their laat defease when the flnat 
Issue between plutocracy and the 
people comes. The late Mark llanna. 
one of the moat aagacloua political 
leaders tbat plutocracy has had. said , 
aa much before he died. 

Idea to Widespread, 
It to quite natural, therefore, that 
the Idea that the Catholic Church 
haa condemned socialism should be 
widespread. Every pntl-aoctalist 
would aaturallf be earer to lure 
It ao. Every politician who. finds 
himself bard pressed by the rising 
tide of social democracy, would na- 
turally do hie utmost to make It so. 
Every social evil tkat fees Its ex- 
istence Imperilled by th« oa-ruah of 
socialism will seek to array the 
Catholic Church again** socialism If 
possible. Maay representatives of 
a veaal preaa aad platform who are 
neither good enough nor re sable 
enough to make an honest living In 
the service of the truth will try to 
faatea tbemeelvee onto the Catholic 
Church by poatng ae defenders of

council on the subject of modern 
socialism. So far as we can dis- 
cover, Pope Plus IX and Pope Leo 
XIII were the only popes who re- 
ferred to the matter at all. Leo XIII 
wrote two encyclicals bearing upon 
the subject, one In 1891 and the 
other In 1878. The former waa his 
famous encyclical on the condition 
of labor and referred to socialism 
and the socialists. And, of course, 
he spoke against what he termed 
one who reads the encyclical very 
quickly finds tbat what Leo XIII 
condemns is not socialism at all. He 
says the socialises endeavor to de- 
stroy private property, and then 
goes Into an elaborate and extended 
defense of private property. Now 
every school boy knows tkat so- 
cialists do not endeavor to destroy 
private property, nor deny tke right 
cf private property, but on tke con- 
trary assert and defend It. 

Again, the pope denounces the 
"effort to reduce human society to 
a level." He complains agalaat the 
Idea that "rich aad poor are Intend- 
ed by nature to live at war with 
one another." But socialism does not 
and never haa stood for these Ideas, 
as all well know. 8o tko pope's de- 
nunciation of these ideas Is In no 
sense a condemnation of socialism. 
And nowhere in tke encyclical does 
he speak as the authoritative utter- 
ance of the church on the matter, 
nor does he distinctly condemn so- 
cialism aa such. 

Going back to tke earlier encycli- 
cal, the one Issued In 1878, we find 
much the same aituatlon. In that 
encyclical the pope Includes the so- 
cialist* In a sweeping denunciation 
of "that sect of men who call them- 
aelvea by varloua and almost bar- 
barous titles — Soclallats, Commun- 
ists. Nihilists, etc." In this it Is 
evident that the pope to not con- 
demning aoclallam aa auch, for be 
haa It confuaed with other conflict- 
ing Ideas. This confuaton la still 
more evidenced In what follows. The 
pope denounces and declaims a- 
gainst secret societies, "especially 
the socialists." But socialist organl- 
xatlona have never been aecrct so- 
cletles. The pope also says, "the so- 
cialists never ceaae proclaiming that 
all men are equal." when, aa a mat- 
ter of fart, aoclallata never teach 
that; he inveighs agalast the Idea 
of the dissolubility of the marriage 
relation, says that "wives ahould be 
, subject to their buabanda;" tbat so- 
^lallstM denounces the right of pro- 
I perty. etc.. while, as matter of fact, 
none of- these thlnga have anything 
to»aJo with socialism. So It la clear 
again that even If the pope'a encycli- 
cal were an absolute. Irreformable 
and authoritative utterance of tha 
church on the aubject la hand — 
: which we underatand It la not — It 
would atlll not be an authoritative 
! condemnation of socialism. For what 
: the pope m rites about In theae en- 
cyclicals la not aoclallam at all. 

And. finally, my contention that 
the Catholic church haa not officially 
condemned aoclallam I find Is aup- 
ported by the words of many active 
' eatholtca. some of thorn, at le* it 
i well read aad thorotichly Informed 
' upon the history and literal ure of the 
; Catholic church. We have in our de- 
' pertinent copiea of manuscripts writ- 
ten by a very learned Catholic 
price t. which we hope to make pub- 
lic as soon aa It ia released by 
' certain publishing concerns, which 
folly corroborates my position and

"When a boy. did rou ever ateal 
watermelons or apples from some 
farmer's orchard? That waa petty 
larceny and punishable by a sent- 
ence to the Comaty Jail. Workhouse 
or Reform School. Suppoae you had 
been raised In the City and had 
worked off your enthusiasm on the 
corner grocery Instead! Would you 
have beea any more of a criminal? 
Boys are seat to the reform school 
every day for that very act. and 
then tho 8tate goes on methodically 
to work, to make criminals of 
them, and I may add, la highly suc- 
cessful. Eugenics to a very beautiful 
science, but when It stops boys from 
robbing a watermelon patch, or 
'hooking' aples from the corner 
grocery. I tell you my dear teacher, 
there won't be any boys left 
Ktorvtaf Ta Death. 
"Last week a laborer and his fam- 
ily were starving to death In Balti- 
more becauee he couldnt obtain 
employment.
